THE IMPERIAL GALLERY OF FLORENCE.

Tue Florentines are justly proud of their great |

Galleries devotd to the Fine Arts, and opened
to all strangers with the most unreserved libe.
rality. Their collections ef paintings surpass
even those of Rome, and every nobleman's pal-
ace (the Pitti, in which the Grand Duke resides,
being very properly at their head,) contains a
suite of rooms, filled with the genuine pictures of
the best old masters. The most extensive Gal.
lery is however that contained in the * Uffized,”
and dignified with the title of Imperial und
Royal.” Turning out of the Piazza del Gran

 Duce, and ascending & broad and lufty staircuse,
you puss through two vestibules intu 4 noble
Gallery lined with paintings and sculpture; but
at your first visit you wiil hastily pass by every-
thing else to reach the ** Tribune,” the shrine of
the master-pieces of art. Ilalf way down the
gallery, a door on the left is inscribed with this
tile.  You enter it with beating heart and threb-
bing pulse s you would the presence chamber
of a Queen—and it is indeed cven more—fur
here “the Guddess luves in stone and fills the
air wround with beauty.” You stand before the
Venus de' Medici, who seems bending forward
to greet you with a emile, and whom you are
bound to full down before and worship, unless
you have the independence not ts adinire by
prescription or because so muny pucts und sages
have gct you the example, end have still farther
the misfortuna like myself to be sadly disap.
pointed in the charms of the divinity. Beautiful
ehe certainly is, 3o far as graceful curves, rounded
swells, and harmonious outlines can make her so,
but every token of soul is wanting. Were Pyg.
malion’s miracle repeated, and life given to her,
she must needs be an idiot with her little head,
fur too small for her body. Some artists too,
more unprejudiced than their fellows, dare to
insinutate that cven her mere bodily perfection is
greatly exaggerated, since she is now in thirteen
separate picces, put together by some ekilful
restorer (s Ladies are “‘made up” by dress.
meakers,) and they hint that in the process elie
has acquired some parts which belong to other
statues. A distinguished sculptor from our own
country thinks her far inferior to the Venus
(Genitrice in another hall of the same Gullery.
This is all rank heresy, it is true, but if o man
does not dare to think for himself and to avow
his opinions, however unti-orthodox they may e,
he might much better travel by his own fireside
with the eyes and mind of such trust-worthy
voyngers as Madame Starke.

The “ Tribuna® is & sumptuous oclagonal
cabinet, with floor of rich murble, panneled walls
curved and gilt, and copolaincrusted with mother.
of-pearl, with a splendor worthy of the mast.r
picces of etatuary and paintirg which it en.
shrines. On one side of the Venus is the group
of the * Wrestlers,” with every muscle strained
to its utmost and with limbs entwined in won-
drous complication.  For spirited reality and
success over mechanical difficulties it is unsur.
paesed by even the Luocoon.  On the other side
is the puzaling * Arrotino,” a man stooping un
one knee 1o sharpen & knife, and at the same
+ime looking eagerly upwards. A dozen theories
_.ave been started to explain the mearing of this
statue, but sll are merely conjectural, snd there-
fore to be believed only in propartion to their
plausbility. The one at present most in vogue
calls it the slave who is recorded as heving dis.
covered in such & position the conspiracy of the
gons of Brutua. Others would raise it to the
dignity of representing Cincinnalus; and others
again would degrade it to the Scythian slave
employed to flay Marsyas, as he ie sculptured in
preciscly such an attitude on a earcophagus in
the Roman church of *St. Paul without the walls’
Lord Byron is smong these latter eritics, but
who shall decide where so many doctors disn.
gree 1 Trwo other statues—Apollo and a danecing
Faun—complete the Quintette, and sume two
dozen choice pictures cover the walls, one-fourth
of their number by the * divine Raphacl.” DMost
of them will disappoint the visitor, who expects
that the beauties of a great painting will strike
him vividly and suddenly, like a flash of light-
ning. The only pictures which at all approach
to this effect are Rubens’ Crueifixion at Antwerp,
Correggio's Saint Jerome et Parma, and Titinn's
Magdalen at Venice. All the rest require fre.
quent and deep study before a tithe of their ex-
cellencies appear. We nead a special education
to be enabled to appreciate, or even to understand
their merits. This becomes selfcvident when
we call to mind that Painting is only a peculiar
mode of expressing certain ideas, and is therefore
a veritable lunguage, which wo must learn Jetter
by letter before wi can attain a comprehension of
its. whole import. As well might we expect
that a foreigner, who had learnt just enough
Englith to order his dinner, should be able to]
comprehend the delicate shades of beauty in
Paradise Lost, as hope, that when we have made,
some such progress in the alphubet of the Fine
Arts, we shall find ourselves capable of apprecia-

“ ting their musterpieces.

Quitting the T'ribuna for the present, let us
reénter the grand gallery. It occupies the upper
floor of the Palace of the Ufizn, and runs down
one side of the street, crosses it by & covered
gallery (like the Venetizn Bridge of Sighs which
is here, in harmony with the difference in the
Governments, changed into a Bridge of Pleasure)
and runs up the other side, like the letter I with
its cross.ling transferred to its top. Allthisis
merely the grand cortidor, (from which branch
off yarious other salvons like the Tribuna,) but
in itwelf it isa great gallery. Its floor is of mar-

“ble; its ceiling is richly painted with subjects
from he history of Florence, and a frieze of por.

Returning to the shrine of the Venus, we will |
glznce at some of the pictures. Raphael's por. |
truit of the “ Fornarina® is nne of the most popu |
lar, and 15 exquesitely besutivul, though its round
tulness and rich warmth of tone are so unlike
his usaal pure simplicity, that many eritics doubt
its unthenticity, and attribute it to Giorgione
the Venetian, who has left one very like it in the
gallery of the Duc of Modens, and who died of
luve &t the age of thirty-three, four years younger
than Raphsel himsel. When we find connois.
seurs upun the very spot thus differing upon the
genuineness of & strongly characterized painting
attributed to the very Prince of Painters, we
may judge how sbsurd is the pusitive certainty
with which amateurs even in America often
pronounce upon the painter of & picture which &
=kiltu! cleaner hag half restored, half created, out
of a blackened canvass. It now seems admiued
that the history of & picture and the possibility of
traeing it from the original possessor to its latest
owner 18 the only sure test, and is far beyond the
best murked signature or execution. But on the
other hand cvery painter of originulity has =
tyle of his own, as strongly marked as that of
an guthor,and you soon learn to name their works
in a gallery s readily us you would recagnize a
new poem by a fuvorite puet. Rephael can no
more be mistaken for Titian thun Byron for
Burns, nor Michacl Angelo for Carlo Dolee than
Milton for Moore. Others may however imitate
their mere style without approsching their genius,
and they themselves may from whim vceasionally
adopt a different manner, und hence arise the
doubts which make the most finished connois.
seurship sometimes uncertain.

Raphnel’a * St. John preaching in the desert”
i also in the Tribuna. Iis authenticity hua
likewize been doubted, though perhaps wilhout
reason, as it has remained here since 1589, In
spite of the spirit of the ettitude and the perfec-
tion of the execution, there is a heavy animal
expression in the fuce, which hus been lately ex.
plained by the discovery that the painter’s mod:l
was u handsome negro boy who had found his
way to Italy. Near it hangs Titran’s Venus,
which American prudery (which I find quite
proverbial emong the English) would cover with
a thick vedl, s indeed it would hall the gems ol
the gullery, though here they are interspersed
with the most sacred subjects. Which nation 1=
in the right, or does the trucst taste lie between
the two extremes |
The Tusean pictures are chiefly contained in
two rooms on the left of the Tribune. Among
them are Bromzino's ** Deseent of Christ into
Hades,” (which rivals Michael Angelo ;) his
fuscinating portriit of the fumous Bianca Capel
lo; Ghirlandaiv’s Saint Zanohio, und many more
well worthy exumination ; but most beautiful o
all 15 the * Saint Cecilin,” of Curlo Dolze. Mo
of the productions of this master are too cloy.
ingly sweet, as his surname imports, but this
gem of beauty has his highest merits without
any of his defecte. A cclestial light streams from
a wound in the neck of the lovely martyr, hut
she looks enrnestly upwards in eager rapture as
if her faith conquered her agony. Its charm is
of the highest order—that of expression—and
is of that rure cxcellence, which increases and
improves at each visit in unceasing progression.
it is rivaled only by the * Poesy” of the same
puinter in the Corsini Palace. Carla Dolee hao
a wife and five daughters, sll beautiful—he al.
ways touk them for his models, for he could have
found mnone better—and being very religions
withal, he has repeated their faces apain and
again, under the names und with the attributes
of all the szints in the calendar. Saint Cecilia
is said 1o be a portrait of his youngest daughter,
for tradition hus remembered the original of
each, though they lived two hundred years agn,
so affectionate and personal is the attachment to
the urts in this their earthly Paradise; and when
I exclaimed to the old eicerone (who shewed me
a dozen of these portraits, ell resembling and yet
all differently charming.) *“What a beautiful
family Carlo Dolce must have kad I he replicd,
us if they were his own intimate friends, **ah
yes, signore ; beautiful and goed !

The Flemish, German and Duteh pictures are
on the right of the Tribuna. The specimens of
Rubens do him great injustice, and he can never
be duly appreciated, except in his native Flan.
ders.  There is a delightful little landscape by
Ruysdael, very simply composed, with an old
tree, which you almost seo wave in the wind,
and around which a road winds toward the dis.
tant groves in the low horizon ; but, simple as it
ig, *“un man long pent in city walls™ might ac-
cept it us a most welcome and refreshing substi.
qute for the rural reality. In an adjoining room
hangs a marine view by Claude Lorraine, with
an infinite distance of atmosphere seeming to run
miles back, into the picture, and with translucent
waves which the golden light of the setting sun
soems to shine not upon, but into and through,
and to interpenetrate their very substance.  Mr.
G. L. Brown, ene of the very best of our land.
ucape painters, is now copying it most faithfully
for a gentleman of Now-York, and its arrival
there will be a source of great enjoyment to ol]
stay.at-home emuteurs, The Venetian paintings
accupy the two next rooms, and most admired
among them is Titian's * Flora,” so often copied
and engraved ; she is drawing her white drapery
over her bosom with her left hand, and holding
n her right the flowers which give the picture
its name.

All these puinters and & hundred more, whom
T have not space to nume, scon scem to you like
old friends.  You learn to recognize their wurks
iat sight und become familiar with their various
peculiarities of taste and feeling, from which you
unconsciously form to yourself an opinion of their
character.  You then become anxious to sce the
faces of those who have given you so much
pleasure,.and to compare your imaginings with
the reality.  Your wishes have been anticipated
by the liberality of the Princes who have col-
lected this Gallery for your enjoyment, and they
have here brought together five hundred portraits
of artists, painted by themselves. The rocms
which they ocetpy ure among the most interest.

The
poetic Guids appears, however, like a Flemish
Buargomaster.  Velasquez might well pass for a
spanish Grandee. Rembrandt, true to his cus-
1om, has made his fuce a spot of light in the dark
canvuss, The pious Perugino beurs a key with
the motto, 8a appropriate to him, of * Fear God.!
Carlo Dolce looks sad and depressed, in epite of
his family, * beautiful and gosd."  He holds his
puinted profile in his hand, but anaother artist,
Cavalleri, gives no less than three views of him-
self; you sce the back of his head as he sits paint-
ing his front fuce on the easel, while ¢ side view
is reflected from a glass,  Madame Le Brun is
of course pretty, as a lady’s portrait cannot fail
to be when she paints it herself.

A spacious hall contains the deeply tragic
statues of Niobe end her children.  All are fall-
ing in death beneath the darts of the offended
gods. Some are already struck to the earth;
one is stretched out in a painfully real semblance
of death ; others scem vainly struggling against
their irresistible slayers, and Niobe hergelf is draw-
ing to her the youngest of her fourteen children,
and looking up in her maternal agony in the very
attitude which Ovid must have had in his mind

when he wrote—

More than two thuussnd pictures are contained
in this Guallery, beside statues, antigue veses,
bronzes, inscriptions, medals, gems, drawings
and engravings almost without number ; and ull
this magnificent Collection was offered to Grent
Britain for £100,000 at the time that the French
invasion was feared—with too much reason, as
it afterward proved. The Prime Minister, Pitt,
let slip the golden opportunity for England, and
the Gallery remuins in this more genial atmos.
phere, though England has since paid a yot
larger sum (£103,500) for only fifty.one paint-
ings, which are now deposited in her very in.
complete ' Nationul Gallery.’  In these peaceful
times no conceivable amount of maney could
purchase the Florentine Gallery ; but us treasures
arc most generously opened by the Grand Doke
for the enjoyment of all strangers * without
money and without price.”  You walk into the
nuble halls and study by the hour the glories o
art as if they were your own—and so they arein
reulity, for you have all the pleasure and the
Grand Duke has the trouble of taking care ol
them.

The treaty lately negotiated hetween Prussia
on the part of the Germanic Customs Union, and |
the United States, which was laid before the Sen. |
ste for ratification, has not, so far as we are
awere, heen published entire.  The Senate, as we
anticipated from the time its purport became
knuwn, hes declined to ratify it. on the ground l
that i1 18 an undue inte:feretres with the powers |

ol Cungress to regilate commerze and establizh |
revenne laws., The Nauonal Intelligencer of
Wednesday publishes the report of the Senate |
Committee on Foreign Relatiins upon the treaty, I
pinian ** that the Sen.

In submitting this report, the committee donot
think it necessary to say anything on the genersl
ohject songht to be accomplished by the conven.
tion, or on the details of the actual arrangement
nor to attempt to determine, by the weight and;
mensureof the resiprocal concessions, which Goy.
ernment, if either, has the best of the transuaec-
tion. These suhjects have not escaped their no.
tice; but they propose to confine themselves to a
very hriefexhibition of another and single ground,
upon which, without refirence to the particular
merits of the treaty, they advise aguinst its ratifi.
enhion.

The committee, then, are not prepared to sane-
tion #o lirge 2o innovation upon ancient and uni-
form practice in respect of the department of
Gaovernment by which duties on imports shall be
imposed. The convenuon which has been sui-
mitted to the Senate changes duties schich have
heen laid by law, It changes them either ez dic
rectn, and by its own vigor, 6r it eugagzes ihe
fuith of the nution and the faith of the Lemsla.
ture, through which the nation acts, fo mike the
change. In either aspect, it is the President and
Senate who, by the instrumentality of negntintion,
repeith or mivteriaily vary rogulationa of commerese
and laws of revenwe which Congress had or.
dained. More than this : the Execative depart-
ment, by the same instrumentality of negotiation,
places it heyond the power of Cungress tn excecd
the stipulated maximum of impost duties for at
least three years, whatlever exigency may inter-
vene to reguire it

In the judgment of the committee, the Legis.
lature is the department of Government by which
eommeree should be regulated and laws of reve-
nue be passed.  The Constitution 1 terms com.
municates the power to regulate commerce und
to impose duties to that department. It comnemu-
nipates it, in terms, o no other.  Without en.
gaging at all in an examination of the extent,
iimits, and ohjeets of the power to make treat
minitiee belicve that the reneral rale of vur |

pose with eontrolling influence—not tn go for-
ward with too smbitions enterprize ; these seem

Holding this to be the gencral rule upon the
subject, the committee discern nothing in the
circumstances of this case—nothing in the object
to be attained or in the difficulties in the way of
sttaining it—which should induce a departure
from the rule. 1f Congress think the proposed
arrangement a beneficial one, 1t is quite casy to
pass a lnw which shall impose the rates of duties
contemplated by it, 1o take effect when satisfic.
tory information is conveyed to the President that
the stipulated equivalents are properly secured.

Upon this single ground, then, the committee
advise that the treaty be rejected. It may help
to reconcile the Senate to this covelusion if they
add that they do not regard the stipulated con.
cessions of the foreign contracting Power #s in
any degree equivalent to the considerations by
which we obluin them. Against the imposition
of a duty on Cotton, and egninst the enhance.
went of the dnty on Rice, we have in theenlight.
cned eelf.interest of Germany all, or almost all,
the security, which we could have in her plizht.
ed faith, sacred and inviolable as that would
ever be.

The gain to the United States is confined to a
restriction of the duty on Lard to 137 cents on
the centner, & measure of weight equivalent
113 pounds ; and the reduction of the imposition
on Tobacco in leaf of about a cent, and on the
stemns of tobaceoof a cent and a third per pound.
On & liberal estimateof the addition which might
be expected in the consumption of iohacen from
this rate of reduction of duty, in the Statcsof the
Zoll Verein, it canpot be counted as extending
beyond a few thousand—say from fve to six
thousend hogsheads w year. This estimute is
formed on the rate of progression for some years
past of the export of Tubacco from the United
States to Germany. The priceof Tobacco, inde-
pendently of the reduction which might follow &
diminished rate of duty, is elready so moderate
in the Zoll Verein Stutes thet incressed con-
sumption to eny censiderable extent can hardly
be inferred s the effect of the diminution.

Such, then, is the paucity of advantages pro-
mised from the acceptance of the treaty. To
these are to be opposed the reductions of duly
conceded in compensation, extending 10 whole
clusses and lurge varietics of uriicles comprehend.
ed in our present tariff, and descending to rates
of twenty, fifteen, and ten per cent.
